Tho native population is at 
all times a shifting one, and a large 
number of the men that make it up are 
not known individually to the white 
people of the town or to the authori- 
ties. The fact that the natives iu the 
town live apart from the whites adds 
to the difficulty of identification of 
those "who belong to the town. But 
there is little more confidence felt in 
the natives who belong in the town 
than in the hostile men. who, it is be- 
lieved, are_ being surreptitiously intro- 
duced to aid from, within when an at- ' 
tack shall be made from without. 


It now looks as though that might 


occur at any time. The roads by which 
communication is had with the south, 
borh the one to Tnli aud the one to 
MafeHng, are felt to be in peril.

Here .is a flood of information, abotti 


alpaca and mohair, which, will be vrcrn 
more than ever as crepon declines in 
favor. It is supplied by one who knows 
all about it He says: 


Mohair is the fleece of the Angora, 


goat, grown in the orient and,, at the 
Cape, and & the most lustrous animal 
fiber known. 
In its natural state it is 


Vv'asfe and can consequently be dyed to 
any color. Alpaca is the fleece of the 
•Jumna! of that narne, also of the goat 
family (llama is a near relation), and 
ia grown -in Strath America. ". in its nat- 
ural state it is black, brown, or piebald, 
with a very small proportion of white. 
Consequently it can only be dyed a dark 
color, generally black. Wfieneyer, there- 
fore, you see a luster dress which is 
lighter than dark gray jrou may be sure 
it is mohair, especially if it has a pecul- 
iar sparkle which is something like 
that of a newly broken picco of lump 
sagar. 
Alpaca, being somewhat, finer 


and softer than mohair, is mosily used 
for coat imin«s, but it ia also made into 
dre.ss goods in its natural gray. If, was 
introduced and intended for linings, 
bnt \vas taken up by a whim of fashion 
for dresses and had si great run 80 
years ago. Its 'popularity gave tlie muno 
of alpaca in a1 rough and ready way to 
all bright goods, although most of them 
arc made from mohair and many of 
them from English wool. — Phililihl. 
phia Ledger. 


Cutworms. 


In n bulletin from the New Jersey 


station it is stated that clover or sod 
land is most frequently infested by cut- 
worms, which are less frequently "found 
on Into cultivated land. Tho worms »ro 
especially abundant in crimson clover. 
Among the remedies snggosted cleau 
cnltnro is placo.d first, prominently asso- 
ciated with early fall plowing. Apply- 
ing a top dressing of kainit and nitrate 
of soda in tho curly spring if corn is to 
bo planted is aflyisod, tho seeding to ho 
flftlnynd until tho rain has cnrriod tlio 
ffirtiJizers into tlia'soil. Distributing 
clover or bran that Jms boon moistened 
with paria green about the fields is also 
recommended.

One of Ctutter'B Vlehtinf Soldiers Given * 


Medal by Congrvtui. 


Theodore V. Goldin, clerk of tho cir- 


cuit court of Janesville, Wis., has been 
presented with a bronze medal inscribed : 
"The Congress to Private Theodore \V. 
Goldin of Troop G, Seventh United 
States Cavalry, For Most Distinguished 
Gallantry at the Little Big Horn River, 
Montana, July 30, 1BT6. " GeneralJ. 
B. Doe, assistant secretary of war, pre- 
sented the medal in the name of the 
president of the United States. 


Colcnel Goldin was a private in Gen- 


eral Ouster's fighting Seventh. When 
General Reno's command was besieged 
by 800 Indians, the wounded soldiers 
suffered under the blazing sun from a 
terrible thirst Private Goldin, then a 
raw recruit, volunteered with three oth- 
ers to go down the bluff with a big camp 
kettle for water. All four came hack, 
but the camp kettle, which they dragged 
between thorn, was pierced with bullets. 
Had it not been for canteens slung about 
their shoulders they would have brought 
back no water. 


Long ago the other tlireo men wore 


drcorated by congress. Colonel Goldin's 
modesty prevented the details of his 
achievement from being known, but his 
comrades wore not content to lot him re- 
main in tlic background.

FRUITS OF THE JAMESON RAID. 


England Does Jiot Want Old Man Kru- 


ger to Suspect Hi>r Purpose. 


CAPE Towx, April IS —The appre- 


hension iu the mind of the British gov- 
ernment that the dispatch of reinforce- 
ments of troops to South Africa may 
again endanger the strained relations 
with the Transvaal is indicated by a 
statement made by Governor Sir Her- 
cules Robinson to President Krnger. 


Governor Robinson, on behalf of Co- 
lonial Secretary Chamberlain, explained 
to President Kruger that the British re- 
inforcements which are being dis- 
patched to Cape Town and Katal do 
not imply any change in the friendly 
policy of the British government to- 
ward the Transvaal. 


Mr. Chamberlain wishes the Trans- 


vaal to be informed of the decision to 
send troops, the statement continues, 
because he is aware that efforts may be 
made to misrepresent the intentions of 
the imperial government in order to 
prevent a satisfactory understanding 
between Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal. 


IVejler's Troops Annihilated. 


HAVANA, Apnl IS — The "Weyler guer- 


rillas were drawn by a force of insur- 
gents into an ambush at the Reglita 
plantation, Santa Clara. Eight insur- 
gents were killed during the fighting 
which followed and the Spanish force 
was almost completely annihilated, all 
their arms and ammunition being cap- 
tured.

Na- 
icre clearly designed lhat the shrabs 
sjjoald be dtaseiy fnmisbed with brancij- 
e» «#tha gronad. A prijw:p?a not to be 
lest eight of ia prosing ia allowing the 
peculiar habit possessed by each shrub 
to appear at its best. IB pruning one 
most bear in died, also, the difference 
in shrobs as regards the wood from 
•which the bloom proceeds, writes Elias 
A. Long in American Gardening. He 
explains as follows: 


Take tha fcrsythfas, Sewering al- 


monds, plrajs and currants, Japan 
quince, plnm leaved and other early 
flowering spinEs, hush honeysuckles, 
dentzias, weigelas, mock oranges, vi- 


flowers appear along the branches of 
last year's wood. If therefore ona cnts 
back the shoots of these at the early 
spring pruning time, it is at the expense 
of jnst so mneb, bloom. The proper time 
to trim snch kinds is immediately after 
the flowering season, and before the new 
shoots -which will bear tha nest^ year's 
bloom have poshed out. At that time 
the old wood awy be ccr. back one-third 
or more, or else be ens out entirely hers 
and there if the shrob be scraggy. £few 
shoots will come forth with vigor and 
all appearance of the shortening will be 
lost. The panicle flowered hydrangea, 
the althaeas or rose of Sharon, the 
bnrning bash, late lowering spiraeas, 
eoronillas, hypericums and most kinds 
of roses constitute another class, bloom- 
ing upon the growth of the present sea- 
son. 
Snch may be closely cnt Back and 


thinned in the spring, with the result 
that the bloom will be the finer there- 
for. The panicled hydrangea especially 
may hava the last year's shoots cat back 
two-thirds of their length, the other 
kinds from one-third to one-half of the 
length. la work of this kind one soon 
learns by experience and observation. 
The fact should not be lost sight of tliat 
each species has its own natural habit, 
and whatever cutting is done should be 
with a view to emphasize this lather 
than otherwise.

The old method of hand planting will 


probably continue as the standard proc- 
ess fur the general farmer who culti- 
vates bnt a small patch for his own use. 
The potatoes are cat oy hand to two 
e£*5, dropped ia rows S feet apart, with 
the hills 18 inches apart in the row if 
they are to be plowed one way and 2*« 
to 3 feet apart if they are to be cultivat- 
ed crosswise. Cbecldng, however, is 
hardly ever necessary escepi where the 
land is very foal, says Arsericaa Agri- 
culturist, authority for the foregoing. 
This authority also has the following to 
say concerning commercial planting: 


For commercial planting hand proc- 


esses are entirely too slow; consequent- 
ly inventors have constructed machines 
both for cutting tho potatoes into suita- 
ble sized pieces aad for pluming them. 
There is also on the market a machine 
which cuts the seed and at the same 
zinie does the planting. This is a hand 
potato cutter that does the work of eight 
persons. The number of knives can be 
decreased so as to make larger pieces of 
it. or can be increased and smaller 
pieces obtained. This machine can also 
be nsed for cutting beets, turnips, car- 
rots and other roots for stock feed. 


Machines for planting potatoes at the 


rate of four to eight acres per day are 
no longer an experiment, and the best 
are familiar to readers throngh adver- 
tisements. 
One man only is needed to 


operate the machine that plants cut 
seed, while tho automatic cutter and 
planter requires a man aud boy. 
These 


implements open the farrow, drop the 
seed and any desired amount and kind 
of fertilizer, and cover evenly with soil 
to a uniform depth, bringing an even 
stand. A marker indicates the next row 
and keeps the rows straight. 
One of 


these machines soon saTes its cost on a 
farm where potatoes are grown to any 
extent, while one can do much custom 
planting, and make money while sav- 
ing expense for his customers. In these 
days of close margins on the potato crop 
it is necessary to study every possible 
detail to produce the least expense.

AH n rnlo, tlio more vigorous 


the variety the less it should be pruned, 


Clone Boot 


The new method of close root pruning 


is exactly the reverse of the old idea of 
transplanting—namely, taking np a tree 
with its roots entire. H. M. Stnngfel- 
low, near Qalveston, is the pioneer in 
heralding this new method, which a 
number of equally successful borticnl-n 
tnrists in the south approve aad prac- 
tice. Briefly stated, tbe'new method is 
as follows: Hold tree, top down, and 
out back to about one inch. This cut 
will face down when tree is eet. Leave 
only from one to three feet of top. Let 
all shoots grow. When one foot in 
length, rub off all that are not needed 
for a symmetrical top. 


The Pacific Eural Press, commenting 


on this new method, says: "We are 
aware that the system has been follow- 
ed to some extent by some planters upon 
the moist soil in the neighborhood of 
"Visalia, It is our judgment tbat under 
favorable conditions for rooting, such as 
retention of moisture near the surface, 
the results described by Mr. Stringfel- 
low would bo attainable, so far as suc- 
cessful striking of roots from the fresh- 
ly cut stubs goes. We are also quite as- 
sured that under the conditions sur- 
rounding many of our newly planted 
trees in California a large proportion of 
them would die Our observation is 
that too much importance has been at- 
tached to the retention of fibrous roots, 
but we should want to cut our rr>ota 
longer tban hedges for the same reason 
that in the drier parts of this state we 
use longer cutting and plant seeds deep- 
er tbau is desirable sn moist summer 
climates." 


"When to tr«> Hen Manure. 


There is little objection to putting 


the hen manure directly on the garder 
to be plowed or spaded under in tbe 
spring. 
One advantage in keeping this 


manure over winter is that when thor- 
oughly dried out it may be crushed or 
ground and used with muriate of potash 
and ground bone to make a good ferti- 
lizer. 
This dried manure makes an ex- 


cellent "filler" for a home mixed fer- 
tilizer. Tbe carbonate of lime should 
not be used on fresh hen manure if you 
wish to retain its value. This form of 
lime liberates tbe ammonia by permit- 
ting it to pa?s into u volatile form. 
Land plaster, or sclphate of lime, will 
"sweeten" the house and preserve tho 
manure much better thun the "lime." 
—Eural New Yorker.
